Farm Accidents 


The tragic toll from farm accidents Is 
steadily mounting Late in June three more 
Albertans were killed in tractor accidents. 

Mrs Clement G. Adam, a 22-year-old far- 
mer's wife fram just east of Edmonton, was 
killed in a tractor accident last month. It 
was reported that the young farm wife was 
standing on the tractor beside her husband, 
leaning on the fender, when a brace sud-

leniy gave way and the fender turned for- 
vard, throwing her in front of the rear

Two-vear-old Harry Balaban of the Viking 


tis rict was accidentally run over by his 
father’s tractor. In still another fatal ms- 
hap, Andrew Melnyk, a 25-year-old farmer 


from the Weasel Creek district, was killed 
vhen his tractor apparently went out of con- 
fro! on a slippery piece of road and over- 
turned into the ditch, crushing him beneath. 

Alex Crook, aged 50, of the Pincher 
Creek district, was killed last month in a 
tractor accident on his farm. Apparently he 
vas driving his tractor near the edge of an 
embankment when the ground gave way and 
the tractor overturned, crushing him be- 
neath 

A newspaper clipping file of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool indicates that overturning trac- 
tors have claimed the lives of at least five 
Alberta farmers this spring and have seri- 
ously injured several others. 

This should impress upon farm people 
the need of taking greater care when work- 
ing with the farm tractor. Remember, it is 
i dangerous implement. 

Verhaps a change in the design of farm 
tractors is necessary. But, if so, it will be 
ome time before such changes become ef- 
fective. Meanwhile the rule should be ut- 
nost care and “safety first.”

Hoof-Mouth Epidemic 
Squelched 


The animal health branch of the federa) 


government has done a remarkable job in 


eradicating hoof-and-mouth disease from 
Canadian cattle. There has been no new case 
reported from Saskatchewan for nearly eight 
weeks and the authorities have good reason 
to believe that the threat to livestock in this 
country has been ended. The parliamentary 
committee investigating the outbreak has 
praised federa) veterinarians for their handl- 
ing of a serious situation. As usual, Liberal 
members formed a majority of that com- 
mittee. Some opposition members are calling 
its report a “whitewash.” But the facts scar- 
cely justify this charge. 

All parties agree that federal officials 
acted promptly, thoroughly and_ skilfully 
from the moment the dread disease was 
identified last February. Laxness was 
charged because the first cases near Regina 
late in November were diagnosed as stoma- 
titis, and their true nature was not dis- 
covered until three months later. The chief 
federal veterinarian was also criticized be- 
cause, in February, he countermanded orders 
of his assistant in Saskatchewan to fly 
specimens of the virus to Hull, Que., for 
analysis at the federal laboratory there. 

Except for circumstances that were 
brought out before the parliamentary com- 
mittee, both these lapses might have proved 
serious. In the event, they did not. Even 
though stomatitis is a comparatively mild 
cattle disease, strict precautions by way of 
quanantine and otherwise were taken as 
soon as the first cases were discovered. This 
prevented uncontrolled spread of the infec- 
tion which was, due to protective measures, 
limited to certain well-defined areas in Sas- 
katchewan and at no time passed beyond 
the boundaries of the province. Telegraphic 
instructions not to rush specimens to Hull did 
no harm because, by the time the wire 
reached Saskatchewan, the samples were al- 


ready on their way by air. They were 
promptly analyzed as hoof - and - mouth 
disease. 

The loss to Canadian livestock farmers 


because of the five-month epidemic wil) run 
into staggering figures that can scarcely be 
estimated. The killing of hundreds of animals 
in Saskatchewan, the value of which wil) 
be partially made up by federal compensa- 
tion, is only a small part of it. The major 
blow to the livestock industry was dealt by 
the U.S. embargo against Canadian cattle 
at a time when exports to that country were 
running at the highest Mgure in years. It is 
hoped this ban may be lifted in September, 
by which time it will have been in effect for 
six months. 

To city consumers the obvious result of 
the outbreak has been much cheaper meat 
prices which have helped to lower the cost.

The town of brooks was named 
after Noell Edgell Brooks, who 


was the CPR engineer at Calgary 
1908.1913 
Brooks is some

of Calgary situated in an irre 
gated farming and livestock rais- 
ing area. The town is composed 


of two apartment blocks, three 
banks, ten garages and service 
stations, three erain elevators, 


four drug stores, one department

doctors, three clothing stores, and 
other business establishments 

Now for a few highlights in 
the history of the town. The land 
around Brooks was surveved in 
1882, and in 1888 the CPR bewan 
building the railway from Medi 
cine Hat to Brooks and westward 
to Calgary. With the coming of 
the railway the buffalo in the 
area Wad all but disappeared. 
George Lane held a lease on the 
land in 1906 and had 24,000 
eattle on his ranch, 

Mr. E. M. Crooker arrived in 
1892 an@ became a& cowboy.

In 1904 Crooker and his wife 
gave up ranching and built a 
store néar the stockyards. The 
townsite was surveyed and resis 
tered in 1907.

To Bulldozer 
In Saskatchewan 


YORKTON,. Sask. — (BUP)-— 
With no respect for the misty, 
sentimental past, a giant bull-

The history fort hag fallen away 
and ghosts of long-forgotten 
explorers, traders and Indians are 
uprooted by the advance of pro- 
gress. 

The legend-haunted site will be 
a treeless sweep of country which 
will be planted With grain this 
spring. 

The fort, situated on a beautiful 
wooded ridge overlooking the

Fibow of the Assiniboine’ River, is 
seven miles southwest of here and 
close to the Manitoba Worder. 

It was established in 1824 by 
Chief Trader Allan McDonell as a 
challenge to hostile Indian tribes, 
a shelter for weary pioneers mak- 
ing their way further west, and 
as a trading centre for a wide 
area. 

Faded and dog-eared journals 
of early residents reveal all the 
rugged hardships and = anixous 
moments experienced by the early 
residents of the post and detach- 
ments of the North West Mounted 
Police posted there. 

Ancient documents tell of disas- 
trous floods that undermined the 
loge walls in 1825, and of the 


bitter cold blizzards sweeping 500 
miles on their unchecked course 
across the bald prairies before 


beating on the ramparts of the 
fort. Hundreds of settlers passed 
through on their journey to the 
west. then inhabited only by wan- 
dering Indian tribes and vast 
herds of buffalo. 

The fort was abandoned in 
1912, and time, the four winds 
and souvenir-hunting tourists ex- 
acted a terrible toll on the huddle 
of buildings until the greater part 
of them were destroyed by fire 
in the winter of 1942.
